As Will Rogers used to say, "I 


see by the papers" that a group 
in Congress has decided to set up 
another inquiry board to learn 
something nbout economics. 


This would be refreshing news 


if it were not for the fact that 
the purpose of the inquiries will 
doubtless be to promote the ideas 
of the congressmen conducting 
the Inquiries—rather than wctuol- 
ly to learn the true facts of eco- 
nomic life. 
According to a report in the 
Wall Street Journal the "»iudlo»" 
will be started early this fall and 
continue through the year. The 
group back of this new examina- 
tion of what makes the economic 
wheels go 'round is the Joint Con- 
gressional Committee of the Eco- 
nomic Eeport. You will recall 
that this committee wus estab- 
lished under the Employment Act 
of 1946, as the congressional 
group who were to act as a sort 
of balance wheel lo the Prcst* 
dent's Council of Economic Ad- 
visers. 
The thought which disturbs UK 
Uumlnutor is brought out by the 
Wall Street Journal article which 
comments that "lbe*o congres- 
sional explorations could lend lo 
legislation that would give the 
government more power to regu- 
late business, to unloose federal 
funds for 'full employment1 (the 
motive of the 1946 Acl), and lo 
direct the nation's credit poli- 
cies." 
-It is important to recognize 
.these windmill-tilting excursions 
of congressional groups because 
we have to keep before us the 
thought that thero is n powerful 
undercurrent in political circles to 
"control" our economic life. 
Of course, the ido« of imolher 
lengthy inquiry at the public's ex- 
pense is galling to tjs taxpayers, 
but we shall suffer these triads so 
long as a majority of tha Ameri- 
can people continue to foil for 
Alice-Jn:Womlerland theories of 
government and economics. 
At least, we are belter off than 
Britons who are waist-deep in soc- 
ialism and too mired to get out. 


,If these periodic inquiries were 
not so heavily loaded wjth "poll- 
tics"- they would be welcomed. 
But, .these- announced' economic 
"explorations" will • merely cover 
the ground which has been thor- 
oughly explored by numerous pri- 
vate agencies and is under con- 
tinuous surveillance by the Presi- 
dent's Council of Economic Ad- 


visers. There is nothing new Jn 
the 'information the congressional 
group is seeking, The subjects 
cover the well-known ground of 
"private, investraent" (why Inurl* 
IICHS invest* «t omi time and not 
ut another), "nwwtnry and liscal 
policies" 
(whether 
government 
policies arc "conshiicnt"), "unem- 
ployment" (causes and remedies), 
and un examination of "low-ln- 
come groups." 
One c»n noqulre sl8cl» of books 
und pamphlet* on these subjects In 
miy metropolitan library. The** 
four subjects iwrvc been mulled 
over and theorized about ever 
since the crack-up of 1929, A volu- 
minous literature has accumulated 
in the last 20 yeurn from which 
one can got any viewpoint h« 
pleases! The viewpoint found more 
ircquenUy than other* is U»t "the 
government", must have more t*y 
about how we live, now we work, 
and how w« get paid, This it *irn« 
ply because there are more left- 
wing writers than there »re those 
who take the iwufele to argue in 
favor of the froe»cnterprl*e *y»« 
tern.

Cornell

New York Times on the 
extraordinary 


spread of international conferences. Travel- 
ing about Europe, she writes: 


"It is next to impossible to go anywhere 


without running into a meeting of delegates 
endeavoring to negotiate agreements in one 
or another of the disputed areas in wliich 
national interests interlock." 


She mentions the talks at Paris, Luxem- 


bourg, Brussels, London, Rome, Strasbourg, 
and when she wont to the Haute Savoie for 
a rest, she found another at Annecy. She 
quotes a delegate to the European Economic 
Commissionin session at Geneva as remind- 
ing her that the United Nations is a great 
deal larger than the old League of Nations. 
Its danger Is that its intricacy will make it 
top-heavy and that it may become "absorbed 
in 'tis mechanism ami forget its purpose". 
All organizations tend to do that as they gain 
in size and complexity. It will be a necessary 
task to keep the purpose clear and bright, 


Mrs. McCot-mick concludes: 
"These conferences are becoming a way 


of international life. They are inescapable 
because nations cannot escape the pressures 
that force them to tackle in company the 
problems they cannot solve alone. The most 
significant, phenomenon in a world pulled 
apart is the compulsion to patch it together. 
Even the Russians, as they proved in the 
Paris meeting as well as In the United Na- 
tions, want to keep on talking over the fence 
they have built." 


Therein Hes the great hope. -As long as' 


we talk things over, argue them over the 
table, we are working at peace. We are 
engaged in a united way of life. 


DRIVERSrLltCENSES 


As the time approachses for residents of 


many states to renew their automobile driv- 
ers' licenses the example of South Dakota 
may bo pointed (o as a proof of their 
necessity. 


The only state which docs not require such 


licenses, South Dukotn has the highest rec- 
ord for automobile accidents In a 13-stete 
area. Opponents of a recent bill to require 
licenses claimed that tourists were respon- 
sible for most of the mishaps. Investigation 
showed that the largest number occurred, 
however, in the months when tourist traffic 
was lightest 


Following much publicity, some states 


are reviewing their position and furthering 
legislation to make licensing conditions more 
stringent. As the number of automobiles in- 
creases, driver qualifications become'more 
important. Carefully enforced, they will cut 
down the present appalling accident rate. 


CALIFORNIA NOT SO STRANGE 


While Southern California continues to-at- 


tract new people by the thousands, many, a 
visitor professes not to like what he sees 
there. 


To some, the informal mode of dress is 


shocking. To others, the free-ranging archi- 
tecture, usually translated Into daioling 
white stuccc, is the chief offender. These 
and other elements make a pattern of rest- 
lessness that seems strange.

In the thyroid gland are called goiters, and thut 
while some ol them uvo duiifc'oi'OUs or poisonous 
others are, ot themselves, not dangerous. As this 
latter type was the kind with-which our two school 
males were afflicted, we might still be waiting to 
see something happen to them. 


As some of these non-dangerous or Innocent cn- 


lurgcmonts of the thyroid gland may develop into 
the dangerous or poisonous type, there is always 
the question as to whether these "nodular" enlnrge- 
mcnts should be removed so that they will not 
develop Into the dangerous type or into cancer. 


In tho Journal 6f the American Medicol Asso» 


elation E>rs, George Crilc, Jr., and W. S. £>empsey, 
Cleveland, alatc that surgeons find that while u& 
high as 8 per cent of these "innocent" enlarged 
glands develop cancer, this high rate occure only 
in the coses wnero cancer is suspected. The patient's 
who come to the sturgeon for operation have been 
examined by the family doctor, the medical special- 
ist and the surgeon, in the great majority of those 
cases however the surgeon does not operate bo- 
cause ho recognises the innocent nature o£ the 
growth and assures the patient that an operation is 
not( necessary. 


"In the millions of non-toxic (not poisonous), 
symptornless, and innocent goiters which never are 
removed, the percentage of cancer cases is so low 
that cancer of the thyroid stands sixteenth in the 
list of organs in which cancer is found." 


However the lesson is plain. In nil coses of a 


lump in the neck, the family physician should be 
consulted and If he advises there is nothing to 
worry about there Is no need for further consulta- 
tion, unless patient notices that lump is growing or 
he is becoming nervous or getting thin. Dr, Crile 
suggests that both physician and surgopn bo sus- 
picious of cancer in all these cases undergoing op- 
eration for removal of the enlarged gland, so as to 
be ready to remove cancer if It is found.

signer and craftsman,

group participating *fyi the round 
table discussion, "Docs the Ivory 
Tower 
Need 
an 
Elevator?" 
which took place Saturday eve- 
ning in the Art Gallery.' Kon- 
rad Cramer and Allen 
Gould 


spoke for the craftsmen, Edward 
Millman and Samuel Adlcr renie- 
sented the painters, 
Ralph wic- 
kiser was moderator. 
The painters took the position 
that if they live in an "Ivory 
Towor," it is because they have 
been forced into it by society. 
"We have been tecareerated into 
an aesthetic cell from which we 
have no escape," said Samuel Ad- 
ler. In 
their 
arguments, 
the 
painters 
maintained 
that 
the 


ivory tower, so called, is but a re- 
treat for the artist Jn his effort to 
create a reality more decent and 
much greater than the world 
around them. 
i 


1 The draftsmen, on the 
other 
hand, believed a compromise had 
to be made in most instances for 
economic survival. 
"If 
they," 


with reference to the pamters, 
"can detach themselves and still 
get along; if they are willing to 
struggle and sacrifice, that's fine," 
'Gould said. Personally, he com- 
mented, in order to live he had 
found it necessary to make a com- 
promise by entering the Held of 
design. 
In his sphere, His out- 
standing success he attributed to 
his creative ability as a painter, 
His notable achievement has been 
gained through his designs for 
modern furniture. 
In the arguments advanced by 
the painters in support of their re- 
treat, it 'was made known that 
society has it within its power to 
support the efforts o! the creative 
pamters by looking upon an orig- 
inal painting as a necessity to the 
same degree that electrical appli- 
ances and furniture are considered 
necessities, "The creative painter 
is operating and living in his own 
kind of world, one of Ideas," said 
Edward Millman. He continued by 
saying that the painter cannbt fur- 
ther these ideas when 'confronted 


with the commercial angle, be- 
cause when he operated on that 
plateau, he is exposed immediately 
to ,a world of compromise. 


It would be an unusual event if 
a discussion centering about pamt- 
ers and their economic picture 
wore to take place without its 
embracing the question, "Does so- 
ciety owe tho painter a living?" 
"Definitely not," said Gould and 
qualified his statement by adding 
that in his opinion society did not 
owe the painter a living any more 
than it owed any person a liveli- 
hood who was not willing to take 
advantage of the means afforded 
to them, oven though some cttm- 
ptomise must be made in the 
doing, 


A member In the audience prof- 


fered the mlormaUon thai the 
French people hold the artist in 
an exalted position and buy paint- 
ings because of tho subject, color, 
or other appeals, while It seemed 
that Americans for the most part 
thought only in terms of promin- 
ent names, Unfortunately, paint- 
ings signed by outstanding artists 
carry with them « price prohibi- 
tive of the average pocketbook, 
It is because of this said the 
spokesman 
that 
paintings in 
America 'are looked upon as a 
great luxury to be afforded only 
the wealthy, the collectors and the 
museums, -unknown pamters of 
today whose work sells tor a very 
modest sum> may vory well be the 
great painters of tomorrow, so 
that it was concluded the appeal of 
the pamting and not the glamour 
of the name should be the deciding 
factor when a purchase is consid- 
ered, 


Adler observe'd,' "It is a sad 
commentary on the kind of age 
we live in if .the painter must sell 
his work for $25. He can't do 
it." It was explained by Millman 
that even though a. painter had 
a very successful one-man show 
and 
sold 
numerous paintings, 


which had been his experience a 
year ago, when the gallery fees 
and- other expenses necessary to 
tho show, were deducted, it left 
little for the years of work in pre- 
paring for thn show, "I made just 
enough to keep me going for a 
short time." 


MiUman tpok exception to the

the 


painter and his being "sore at tho 
world for not giving him a liv- 
ing." 


"No painter wants anything 
more from the world," said Mill- 
man, "than anyone else. What he 
does want, is the acceptance of his 
work."

the'audience introduced himself ss 
an educator and stated that the
